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REMARKS 

Applicant appreciates the attention of the Examiner to the application. Claims 1-20 and 
27-45 are pending. The pending claims set forth a novel and non-obvious spinnerbait fishing lure. 
Allowance of all pending claims is respectfully requested in view of the following remarks. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the telephone call to counsel on July 1, 2004, advising 
counsel that a reference relevant to the examination of this application may soon become 
available. The Examiner further advised counsel that the reference is presently an unpublished 
application with a filing date of December 19, 2002. Counsel also appreciates the suggestion of 
the Examiner for Applicant to investigate the applicability of a declaration under 37 CFR §1.131 
for overcoming any rejection based upon this potential § 102(e) reference should it be published. 

In the event of publication, the effective date for the application in question as a reference 
under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) is its filing date, December 19, 2002. This effective date is less than a 
year before the filing of the present application, July 7, 2003. The attached declaration of Jeffrey 
Fasnacht establishes a date of conception and reduction to practice by Applicant prior to 
December 19, 2002. This declaration by Applicant therefore overcomes any rejections that would 
rely upon this prospective reference when it becomes available. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully submits that any future rejection having the application in question as a reference will 
need to be withdrawn under 37 CFR §1.131. 

Applicant's invention, as set forth in the pending claims, represents a highly novel 
spinnerbait lure. Applicant believes that claims 1-20 and 27-45 include several structural features 
not disclosed or suggested in the prior art. Applicant submits that all rejections to claims 1-20 
and 27-33 in the last Office Action and any possible future rejections based upon the prior art in 
question have been traversed by amendment, declaration and argument in this and his response of 
May 10, 2004. Applicant believes that the application is in condition for allowance. Early 
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favorable action is earnestly solicited. The Examiner is invited to call the undersigned if such 
would be helpful in resolving any issue which might remain.
